Lorpo#, Nov. 38.—The American Line steam- 
er Pennsylvania, Capt. Thomas, from Phila- 
delphia Oct, 22, arrived at Queenstown at 9 
a.m. Nov. 8 and progteded for Liverpool. 
She reports that durigg the voyage she en- 
countered a huerrican’ which lasted for four 
days. The wind created heavy seas, one of 
which boarded the steamer, smashing a life- 
boat. To avoid accidents to the passengers 
they were kept velow decke for sixty. hours 
during the storm.

A Heavy Gale. 


Lovpox, Nov. 8.—A teavy gale set in yes- 
terday morning along the coast of Devonshire 
and the storm is still prévailing. A quantity 
of wreckage has come ss here, and it is feared 
that there bas been disaster at sea. 


Birchall and the Colonel. 


Woopsrock, Ontorio, Nov. 3.—A good deal 
of interest is still taken Im Bircbalil’s dealings 
with the Colonel. An tavestigation will 
be held to ascertain If the ‘‘Colonel’’ isa 
dona fide creature of fe and bieed. Birch- 
all’s solicitors have [pressing him to give 
some particulars concerning him, dut he says 
he does not feel like golag back on an old pal. 
Some light has been ren on the case by 
Dr. Welford, who condupted the post mortem 
examination. The doch says that Benwell’s 
boots were laced up very tight and neat. The 
laces were doubled about the ankles and tied 
in front as they were very long. One of the 
boots had a rip alomg the sole of 
an inch or so i length. Now 
comes the strange part of it. There 
was no mud or stain om the stocking, as far 
as he could remember, responding to the 

ole in the boot. If Benwell had walked sev 
eral miles through and 
there was that moru ting 
foot with the torn boot would — . 
have been mudstained. This gives some con- 
firmation to the statement of young Benwell 
thatthe boots were not his brother’s. Dr. 
Welford, however, adds that the boots fitted 
Benwell’s feet perfectiy and that they were 
creased, showing the contour of the de- 
ceaseda’s feet. One thing that was remarked 
about the boots when first examined was that 
they looked as if rubbers had been worn 
over them. One of the jurymen 
who visited the spot shortly after the 
body was found stated that tracks leading to 
the body were apparently made by overshoes 
or moccasins. Inquiries have been made con- 
cerning the stranger that stopped over night 
at the Thompson House bere about the time 
of the Benwell murder. He came to the hotel 
late and was very reticent. He wore a check 
tweed suit. He was fair complexioned and of 
middie height. In the merning be paid for 
his bed and breakfast, but did not take the 
latter as he disappeared suddenly and was not 
seen afterward. A revolver was found under 
his pillow. It was of American make and two 
of the cartridges were exploded. This de- 
scription tallies with the Colonel, but the 
story is defective in some respects, as itis 
stated that he was at the betel before Feb. 17. 


THE GRAEME SUIT. 

A great deal of interest is taken In Graeme’s 
$5,000 Ifbel case against the Toronto Globe for 
connecting his name with the case in 
Birchall’s alleged confession. Graeme has 
quite a romantic history. He was at one time 
a millionaire, but now drives a delivery 
wazon in Toronto. He isthe brother ot the 
present Baronet, Sir George Hammond 
Graeme of London. Graeme came out witha 
number of other young Englishmen who left 
cultured society at home kor the 
much landed farming advantages around 
Woodstock. He had extensively trav- 
eled on the Continent and in 
Egypt. He is well educated, speaking with 
fluency several native Indian lauguages, be- 
sides a number at the continental lauguages. 
Graeme had amasseda large fortune on a 
coffee plantation in Ceylon, but financial mis- 
fortune coming unexpectedly, he thought 
he would try his luck onthe opposite 
side of the compass. He therefore took vp 
farming in Canada. He soon tired of this, 
however, and, coming to Woodstock, sought 
here all the social pleasures that could be of- 
fered. The people here have nothing but the 
fondest recollections of him. He has not 
been here for three years, and as far as can 
be ascertained has never seen Birchall,

Prespects of International Comp! ications 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Noy. %8.—International 
complications may arise from the recent con- 
demnation at Sherbrooke for contempt of 
Leda La Montagne, who was extradited some 
time ago from the United Stutes on a charge 
of arson. The murder of Leda’s busband, 
Napoleon Michel, by her brother, Rem!, in 
1888, is St il fresh in most people’s memory, 
the circumstances attonding it having been 
been revived by the trial and conviction of 
the murderer a week or two ago. She was 
tried as aceessory te the murder while her 
brother was still at large and acquitted, 
though it is claimed that she was present 
when the murder was committed 
and assisted subsegquentiy in setting 
Gre to the house. When ner brother was ar- 
rested Leda immediately disappeared, all at- 
tempts to secure her as a witness proving. 
ineffectual. Consequently her brother's tr fal 
was postpened from term to term until the 
present month, Leda having been extradited 
a fow weeks ago on a charge of arson after a 
great deal of trouble and voluminous corre- 
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pentenciag her 


authorities as a witness, ‘but on the charge of 
arson, on which she was ready to stand her 
trial. All the threats of the judges and crown 
prosecutors talled to change der determina- 
tion, and notwithstanding that she gave as 
an additional reason why she should 
mot testify that she might incrimi- 
mate herself, Judge le, after 
rother to be ged, con- 
demned her for contempt: of court to 
twelve months’ imprisonment and to pay a 
fine of $250. Itis contended by Leda’s coun- 
sel that the court had no jurisdiction over her 
asa witness, and that her condemnation for 
contempt was a breach of faith with the 
American authorities who consented to her 
extradition tor an entirely different purpose. 
It the contemplated argument upon a writ of 
habeas corpus and an application te the Min- 
ister of Justice at Ottawa alike fall in secur- 
ing a reversal of her condemnation, repre- 
sentation will probably be made by her coun- 
sel to Washington, and the Secretary of State 
will be asked to remonstrate with the Cana- 
dian authorities and to demand an explana- 
tion of the apparent breach of international 
faith involved in Leda’s sentences. 


A Rich Man’s Widow Left Destitate. 


Ottawa, Ontario, Nov. 3-—Mrs. Jacob 
Bradshaw, widow of the late Deacon Srad- 
shaw of Hampton, N. B., has been left in 
destitute circumstances, her 95-year-old bus- 
band having willed his fortune of some $70,- 
000 tothe Baptist Church. A few years ago 
Mrs. Bradshaw, a young woman, ont of sym- 
pathy and inthe expectation of securing the 
old deacon’s fortune, merried Deacon Brad- 
shaw, who was then 83 years of age. Mrs. 
Bradshaw, in laying her case before the Bap- 
tiet Mission, says that great injustice has been 
done her. The deacon, she says, in his de- 
clining years, cameto her and asked her to 
become hia wife, telling her atthe same time 
that he was worth a large amount of money, 
with which he would supply all her wants 
through life, and would provide amply for 
her in case of his death. She says that in all 
his consultations with the trustees of the 
church and others in reference to donations 
and his other financial business, she was nev- 
er allowed to be present, 


Protection Against the Torpedo. 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—British naval experte are 
a good deal Interested In a very valuable pro- 
tection against the torpedo which has been 
submitted tothe Admiralty. Its importance 
may be estimated from the fact that in some- 
thing like four minutes the largest battle-ship 
in the service can be protected from the at- 
tacks of any numberof torpedos, ne matter 
how skilfully they may be directed. The Ad- 
miralty itself refuses all information cencsrn- 
ing the device, but certain experts describe it 
asso simple thatthe wonder ils it was never 
thought of before. It will be submitted to a 
final test with the Victoria torpedo, an inven- 
tion of ayeung Victoria (New South Wales) 
man which is claimed to possess certain qual- 
ities which render it unusually dificult te dis- 
cern its course. 


The Czarewitch’s Teur. 
Loxpos, Nov. 8.—A dispatch trom

length been overcome by the argument that it 
would prove a valuable experience in fitting 
him for the future sovereignity of Russia. 
The Czarewitch will not, however, visit Con- 
stantinople, Athens being the starting point 
of his journey. He will, im all probability, 
cross the Pacific after visiting India and Cnl- 
na and call at San Francisco. it is net yet 
determined whether the American part of the 
journey ball be overland or arannd the 
southern part of the continent. The Prince 
will travel as such, under the guardianship of 
a trusted officer of the imperial staff, who will 
be held responsibie for his personal safety. 


Gladstone’s Campaign. 


LOEDON,. Nov. 8.—Mr. Gladstone attended 
the Frasgue Church in Edinsburgb yesterday. 
As usual a great tbrong assembled to see the 
eminent worshiper, and many were unable 
to obtain admittance to the sacred edifice. 
Mr. Gladstone received addresses from the 
citizens of Peebles to-day and will speak 
there this evening. He shows.ny signs of 
fatigue, despite the exertions of the cam- 
paign. 

PECLINES TO BE A CANDIDATE. 

Mr. Gladstone has deciined to stand as a 
candidate for the rectorship of the University 
of Aberdeen. He gives his advanced age as 
his reason for declining the nomination. Tho 
present incumbent of the office is the Rt. Hon. 
G. J. Goschen, Chanceliorof the Exchequer.

Rule 8 refers to the penalties imposed 
for destroying certificates, 1 * 
plies, ete., and concludes with the rule lala 
down by sec, 4790 of the law, which says: 

Officer net to disclose vYote—No officer of 
election shall disclose to any person the name 
of any candidate for whem any electer has 
voted. No officer of election shall do any elec- 
tloneer ing On election day. Ne person whatever 
shall do any electioneering 7 ye day 
witbin any polling place, nor within 100 feet of 
any polling piace. No person shall remove 
any ballot from any polling piace before the 
clesing of the polls. No person shell apply 
for er receive any ballot in any polling place 
other than tbat in which he is entitled to vote. 
Any person vielating any of the provisions of 
this section shall be deemea guilty of a mis 
demeanor. [New section. | 

The most important point is the rule re- 
garding the preparation of the ballot. 

This rule says that the voters must select 
oneofthe four tickets and scrateh off the 
other three and then prepare the selected one 
by writing ia such mames as are not on it, on 
the lines provided. 

In his instructions te judges and clerks Maj. 
Williams instructs the same way. 

His inetructions to judges and clerks read 
as follows: 

PREPARING THE BALLOT BY THE VOTER. 

„Tou will tmstruct the voter that heis to 
prepare bis ballot precisely as it has always 
been dene heretofere. He will receive from 
you four tickets on one sheet of paper. 

**Three of those tickets contain the fall list 
of the offices that are to de flied and are re- 
spectively headed ‘Demeoeratic,’ Repud- 
lican’ and ‘Union Labor.” The voter will 
select any one of those tickets thathe may 
prefer and reject all the others by en 4 
crossing them from top to bottom wit 
a pencil and also by drawieg a line down the 
middie of each rejected ticket from the top to 
the bottem. Thess, if he desires to vote for 
anv of the persens whose names are on any of 
the three rejected tickets, for — 4 particular 
office, or for any ene else, he will do exactly 
what was dose under the former system of 
voting, to-wit: Strike off the mame of the 
person he does not wish te vote for and write 
under it, in the biank space left for it, the 
name of the person for whem he may wish to 
vote. 

Tde following are the sections of the elec- 
tion law which bear upon the sub jects: e. 
4778. Ballots to contain what?’ Every ballot 
printed under the provisions of this article 
sbhallcontainthe name ef every candidate 
whose nomination for any effice specified in 
the ballot has been certified or filed according 
to the previsions of this article, and no other 
names. The spames of candidates nominated 
by each party sbali be grouped together upor 
the proper ballet, and each group be headed 
by the name of the poiitioal party by which 
the candidates composing sald troup are 
placed in nomination. Every baliot shall aleo 
contain the, name ot the party or principle 
which the candidates represent, as contained 
im the certificate of pomination. At the end 
ofthe list of candidates for each office shall 
be lefta blank space large enough te centain 
as many written names of candidates as there 
are offices to be filled. 

Note. The blank space referredtois left 
below each name inthe ballots prepared for 


this election. 

See. 4781. Voter to Prepare Balict—Folding 
Ballot — Vting—On receipt of nie bal- 
lot the elector shall forthwith, and 
witheut leaving the polling place, 
retire alone to one of the places, booths 
or compartments previded to prepare bis bal- 
lot. He shall prepare his ballot by crossing 
therefrom the names of ali candidates except 
those forwhom he wishes to vote, or im case 
ofa ballot containing a censtitutional amend- 
ment, ora question to be submitted to the 
vote of the people, by cressing out therefrom 
parts of the ballots in sucha manner that the 
remaining parts shall express his vote upon 
questions submitted. After preparing his bal- 
lot, the elector shali fold the same so that 
the face of the ballet will be cenacealed and 
the signatures or the initials of the judges 
may be seen. He shall then vote forthwith 
and before leaving the polling piace.

be necessary to prepare his ballet, and in no 
event longer than five minates,’’ 

Recorder Williams takes the section which 
referred to the baliot proper and not the one 
which is headed Voter te prepare ballot. 
Maj. Williams argues that the portion of sec. 
4778 whieh says, At the endof the list of 
candidates for each effice shall be left a blank 
space large enough to centain as many writ- 
ten names of candidates as there are offices to 
be filled,’’ that the written lines distinotiy 
imply that the names of candidates must be 
written in. 

His ruling is, however, in direct costradic- 
tion tothe ether section of the law which he 
quetes, and which distinctly and briefly says: 
He shall posuere his ballot by crossing out 
therefrom the names of all candidates except 
those for whom he wishes to vote. 

Maj. Williams, however, does not say that 
ballots prepared by either method will not be 
counted. He allews that if the name of only 
one camdidate for each office is left on the 
ballet, no matter on what part of it, it may be 
it will be vounted. 

The instructions to judges and clerks are 
somewhat lengthy and review the duties of 
these officers fully. The judgeé must see that 
the polis are opes atéa. . and kept open 
unt 17 in the evening. The judges must see 
that the booths are properly in place. 

It all the juages and clerks are sot present 
até6e’ciock the polis are not to be opened 
until 6:30, and thea if ten legal voters are 
present they sball elect a qualified voter who 
can read and write to fill the vacancy and the 
oath be administered. The judges shall not al- 
low any person to vote whose name does not 
appear on thewegistration list.

THE DIFFERENCE IN THE VIEWS OF TRE 
OLD AND NEW PASTOR OF CENTENARY. 


Dr. Caradine Preaches the Attainment of 
Sanctification, a Teaching Which Dr. 
Matthews Discredited—The Conflict in 
the Opinions of the Pasters Shewn at the 
Usioa M. R. Church Meeting. a 


There is a sbarp line of distinction between 
the old and the new pastors at Centenary 
Methodist Church which is creating a small 


sensation among the good people. 

Holiness asa distinctive Christian attain- 
ment has been a disturbing weue among 
American Methodists for many years. When 
it was ascertained by the leading laymen of 
Centenary Methodist Church that Dr. Oara - 
diese, the new pastor, was a preacher of that 
doctrine there was uneasiness and fear on 
their part, for the congregation has 
been much disturbed heretofore over 
its teaching in a special manner. During 
Dr. Mattbew’s pastorate he kept a strong 
rein on what ne believed to be a dangerous 
tendenoy among the disciples of the doctrine, 
and forbade them holding regular ‘‘holiness’’ 
meetings unless they would agree to be oon 
servative and loyal to church plans and 
wsages. They agreed to his conditions, and 
he encouragef a weekly meeting, which has 
been held every Monday night in one of the 
chureb pariors; but be always emphasized the 
idea that the practices and methods of the 
more fanatical holiness people would not be 
tolerated, often “veferring to the agree- 
ment between himself and the boliness 
band in making church announcements. In 
his closing sermon he gave them credit for 
having conducted their meetings in a con- 
servative and acceptabie manner. It was al 
ways understood, however, thatthe ‘‘holi- 


church work, and Dr. Matthews did not so 


regard it. 
A NEW DEPARTURE. 

Dr. Caradine has made achange in the sit- 
vation. Not only bas he recognized the holi- 
ness meeting as one of the regular features of 
the church work, be has made it 
one of the most prominent features. He 
took hole of it at once on assuming charge of 
the church, changed it from Monday to Tues- 
Gay evening and froma small room in the 
rear of the church tothe spacious lecture- 
room, where hesnow conducts mectings in 
person, preaching asermon on holiness and 
calling for those who desire the ‘‘blessing’’ 
Or state of boliness to come forward for the 
— beady of the saints. Last Tuesday night 

ethodists from all over the city were pres- 


ent. 

Dr. C. P. Masden of the Union Methodist 
Church was one of the visttors, and gave the 
meeting his hearty indorsement. In an- 
nouncing the meeting for to-morrow night, 
Dr. Carradine said yesterday to the congrega- 
tion: 

„will not preach this doctrine from this 
puipit at the regular services, because I find 
some are prejudiced against it, and I want 
harmony, rather than discord. I want no 
antagonisms between pastor and people, but 
I Want all of us to antagouize the devil. I ack 
you all to help in that antagonism; bat for 
the benefit of these who desire to seek the 
nia her life and to bear the doetrine preached, 
Iwill preach every Tuceday evening on the 
gadject in the lecture-room. Dr. Masden said: 

‘If you goon inthis manner you wiil soon 
see this lecture-room crowded, and that, 
too, by the best peopie. I want to see it 
crowded. I want people from all parts of the 
city to come. 

Presiding Elder Mays, who preached for Dr. 
OCaradine yesterday morning, gave bis bearty 
approval of the new departure, referring to it 
in his sermon as a much needed and an orthe- 
dox Methodist work. 

This announcement and Elder Mays’ official 
approbation of the pastor’s course has made 
the hollness idea the one subject of conversa- 

remark among the Centenary 
The departure is so great 
policy pursued by former 
pastors that the outcome is a matter 
of grave concern to the official members. 
Their fears and doubts were quieted much by 
ihe assurance that the holiness movement 
will be confined to the Tuesday evening 
meeting. 
AN INTENSE PREJUDICE. 

Au intense prejudice against the so-called 
**holiness’’ doctrine is shared by many good 
people in the Methodist churches, because of 
the extremes to which ite advocates have 

one in preaching and professing it. 

he more extreme teachers of the 
dectrine hold thatone is nota real Christian 
until a spiritual state has been reached 
wherein the disposition or tendency to sin is 
entirely removed, and where the subject is 
fully and radically devoted to religious con- 
templation and ,experience; that those who 
are not in such @ state are not as good or per- 
fect as the Bible and the church would have 
them be; bence that an ordinary Christian 

or woman stands in 
er work of 

than that which is experienced 
the exervise of ord nary religious duties and 
privileges. Some of the holiness people go so 
tar as to claima perfectiy siniess life, with- 
out malice, batred, passion, prejudice or sin 
ofany sort. Such persons naturally discredit 
the religion and taithfulness of those who 
don’ts ek such a state, and the less devoted 
Ciristians as naturally doubt the reality and 
virtue of such saintly attainments. The holi- 
ness people, or ‘*Sanctificationists,’’ bold 
that the Christian comes intosuch a state by 
„grace“ instantly — by sanctification — 
in ant wer to prayer, and not 
by 0 gradual growth and 
progress in religious life. Those who accept 
the doctrine are usually very aggressive and 
earnest is pregaating it, hence a ‘‘holiness 
movement means that Christian people 
will be warmly urged to seek suck a ‘‘biess- 
lug, It may be readily inferred, therefore, 
what an interest is felt inthis pew departure 
at Centenary Church, which bas been such a 
popular place at worship for years. 

If the line of difference between Dr. Matth- 
ews, the former pastor, and Dr. Caradine, the 
new, is clearly seen in the poiicy adepted to- 
ward the Holiness people, it was more clearly 
seen in the remarks of the two preachers at a 
Methodist meeting yesterday. Tuer were 
present at the Union Methodist Church at 
the afternoon revival mecting conducted by 
Evangelist Bittier, who called upon all pres- 
enttorelate briefly their Christian experi- 
ence. Dr. Caradipe was on the platform, and 
was among the firet to give his experience. 

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE PREACHERS. 

Said he: ‘‘Ii think we ougbtto tell pleiniy 
and distinctly what the Lord bas done for us, 
and not de In generalities. I thank the 
Lord to-Guy that be sanctified me. I was 
sanctified eighteen months ago, and I have 
spent eighteen oaths of perfect peace and 
rest of soul. 

A statement so emphatic, po direct, was as- 
surance beyond doubt that Dr. Caradine be- 
lieves in the dectrine of entire and instant 
sanctification; and the Methodists present 
readily took it that way. 

Dr. Matthews was among the last to 
speak. He was sented with his wife 
in the audience. He said: can 
not gay, like some have said here, 
that lam eavctified. I used to think I was 
sanctified, but I find I am like a pond I saw 
when I Was a boy. The water was so clear I 
could see the reflection of my face in it, but 
when 1 coast in a pebble the mud got stirred u 
and the waters were made so muddy that 
couldn’t see my reflection. Semetimes i fee! 
ail right and satisfied, like some of those who 
have spoken say they feel, but I havea — 1 
of trouble keeping that way. The devi 
bothers me a good deal, Ihave to say to him 
often: ‘Get away from bere.’ Lexpect to cet | 
to heaven, thoughb.’’

In love with him, and in his wild Western 
wav it only took a few hours to make her his 
bride. Then he began to buy up farms right 
and left, giving checks payabie on Nov. 1. 
During bis sojourn in Uncle Sam's dominion 
he must have acquired great admiration for 
the Canadian hen andes taste for Canadian 
broilers.

Tne weather-crop bulletin of the Missouri 
State Board of Agriculture, co-operating with 
the United States Signal Service, for the week 
ending Nov.1, 1800, ise composed of ninety-five 


reports. 

The temperature has been normal, the rain- 
fall below and the sunshine above the normal 
during the week. Heavy frosts have occurred, 
but no damage has been done.

A DETECTIVE’S BIG HAUL. 


SUCCESSFUL RAID ON AN EXTENSIVE FENCE 
AT WASHINGTON, D. ©. 


Detective Mahone Arrests a Negre on fus- 
picion and Discovers a House Filled 
With Stolen Goods—Peckets of Coats, 
Cloaks; Pants, Stockings, Paper Bags, 
Etc,, Stuffed With Greenbacks and Gold 
and Silver Coels. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 38.—Within a 
stone’s throwof police beadguarters there 
was unearthed Saturday night what will un- 
doubtedly prove to be the most extensive 
**fence’’ that bas ever existed in Washington. 
The detectives have forseme time wanted a 
young negro named Charley Scott for stealing 
from Geo. I. Hill, by whom he had been em- 
ployed. They were not sure of their man 
until Saturday, however. Then “Detective 
Charles Mahon secured some additional p-oof 
and at once drove ont to Mr. Hill’s house at 
Fourteenth and U streets and arrested Scott. 
The detective ordered his prisoner to conduct 
himto his home. Scott said he had none. 
The detective then told him to take bim to the 
place where he slept, and the negro, to 
the detective’s astonishment, conducted him 
past police headquarters into the alley that 
opens upon Louisiana avenue, almost oppo- 
site the doctor’s. This was just after dark. 
The door was locked, and the detective burst 
It open with bis shoulder, still holding his 
prisoner fast with the nippers. It was dark as 
piteh inside. The detective let go of his pris- 
oner and struck a match. It flared up, die- 
closing a low, narrow foom, scarce ‘ten feet 
long, witha stairway leading up from one 
corner. Thera a gust ot wind blew the match 
out, leaving the detective aud his prisoner in 
darkness. The detective was nearest the 
door, but neither could tell just where the 
other was. The detective drew his revolver 
and struck another match. By its feeble light 
he discerned Scott standing by the stairway 
with a siedge hammer uplifted and ready to 
strike. 

I YOU MOVE, I'LL KILL ro,“ 
said the detective, covering the negro with 
his pistol. A candle stuck ina bottle caught 
the detective’s eye, and still covering the 
negro with the pistol he lighted it. Then he 
called a man in the alley and sent him to the 
detective office for sergt. Perry, who soon 
arrived and found the detective and his pris- 
oner still glaring at each other in the candle 
light. The room was dirty and squalid. On 
the floor were dilapidated harness. broken 
boxes and bits of coal. In ene corner was a 
wardrobe full of clothes and hats. The off 
cers compelled Scott to go up the nar- 
row stairway and burst open a 
locked deor at the top. It opened 


into a little room so low that they could 
scarcely stand upright in it. It wag filed with 
clotbes and plunder ot all sorts. The table 
was littered with silk handkerchiefs, siiver- 
ware—everything portable and worth steal- 
ing, in fact. The pockets of some of the 
clothes bulged with money. The clothes were 
hung so thickly all about the room as to con- 
ceal the walls and rafters. Through a nar- 
row door they went Into another room even 
more closely packed with 
CLOTHES AND SILVERWARE. 

Sergt. Perry stuck hie Angers into the 
pocket of a coat and pulled out a-handful of 
money. On a table against the wuli were 
spoons, knives, forks and all sorts of siiver- 
ware. In one corner was a larve valise, 
which was found to be fall of money in 
$2, and $10 bills. Part of the 
money was contained in a small valise amon 
the large ones. Au old stocking was stuffed 
outto lifelike roundness with bills. Paper 
bags were filled with paper and sliver money. 
Every pocket of every garment examined was 
filled with money, stuffed and crumpled in as 
if hastily. A hundred or so ceats and vests 
and pairs of pants were exam'!ned, and then 
the detective and hissuperior saw that their 
task was well nigh endless.

OCuIcaco, Mi., Nov. 8.—The Tribune this 
morning says: J. Pierrepont Morgan’s pres- 
ent trip to the West has more significance 
than is generally supposed. Although it is 
claimed his visit has no other ebject than 
pleasure and incidentally to inspect the prop- 
erties of the Elgin, Jeliet & ru and On- 
cago, Milwaukee & 6t. Paul, in which com: 
panies the banking house ef Drexel, Morgan 
& Co. holds a Controlling interest, yet men 
who are supposed to be well informed claim 
that startling developments in the Western 
raliroad sitaation will be made soon after Mr. 
Morgan’s retura to New Yerk. 

The epinien ig that Mr. Mergan’s visit 
means the speedy censummation of anether 
Vanderbilt deal more startling in its nature 
than the much-taiked-of Union Pacifie- Nerth- 
Wester deal. The fact is generally well 
know that Drexel, Mergan & Co. hold a con- 
trolling interest in the Elgin, Jeliet & Eastern 
belt line and the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paui reads. The latter has beer compelied to 
tuke sides with these opposed to the North- 
western and Uses Pacific. This is not what 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. desire. 

Their intention is to briag these roads inte 
the Vanderbilt feld. The opinion is expressed 
that this will be done at seon as Mr. Morgan 
bas returned to New York. Those who are en 
the inside pretend to know that before many 
days have passed atrafiic agreement similar 
te that existing between the Union Pacific 
and Northwestera willbe made between the 
Northwestern and Milwaukee 4 St. Faul 
and itiseven predicted by some that a con- 
solidation ef thetwe systems will be made. 
The attitude lately asspmed by the Union Fa- 
cific indicates that semething ef the sort will 
be done. The Northwestern alone could give 
the Union Pacific all the. westbound trafic it 
needs, but with the Milwaukee & St. Paul add- 
ed, which connects with the Unions Pacifieand 
Kansas City 4 Omaha at Omaba and Kansas 
City, it would have all the Kastera feeders it 
needs and can defy all other consections. The 
Elgin, Jotiet 4 Eastern connects all the Vaa- 
derdilt lines east from Chieage with the Mu- 
waukee & St. Pau) and Chicage & Northwest- 
ero systems, and by the use of this connecting 
link the Vanderbilt lines east aad west of 
Chicago will be able to transact their threugh 
trafic without going through Chicago and 
paving heavy terminal and tranasfer charges. 


The consummatien of the deal outiined in the 
feregoing will give the Vaaderbiltese the abse- 
lute control af a gigantic raliroad system from 
New York te Ogden; Utak, and all they would 
need will be the control of the Central Pacific

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FIRE AT NORMANDY. 


NAREOW ESCAPE OF THE FAMILY OF XR. 
: D. W. HAYDOOK. 


They Saved the Clothing They Had On ini’ 
Scarcely Anything Besides—The Seuse 
Built by Maj. Kennett, and Was One of 
the Handsomest Ceuntry Residence Near 
St. Leuis. 85 


One ef the oldest suburban residences near 
St. Louis—namely, the old O’Fallen mansion, 
on the Natural Bridge road, near Normandy— 
was destroyed by fire last night. The house 


Carriage manufacturer, and his family, 
consisting. of wife and four children, 
and several servants. ‘It was about 
midnight,’’ said Mr. Haydock in 
speaking of the fire te a PoOSt-DISPATON re- 
porter this morning, ‘‘when we were 
aroused by some of the servants and told that 
the coal-bouse was burning up.

ALMOST A TOTAL Loss.

Mr. Haydock had $5,000 Insurance on the 
furniture and other household effects, $8,000 
being in the Sun ef Londen and $2,000 in the 
Minmeapolis Mutual Fire Insurance Co. The 
issurance on the building is $7,500, and was 
placed by Robiasen’s agency. The total loss 
eccasioned by the fire will probably amoust 
to $25,000. 

BUILT BY MAYOR EENNETT. 

The O'Fallon bomestead had quite a his- 
tory and was one ofthe finest suburban resi- 
dences im or nearthiscity. The older per- 
tien of the house was built nearly forty years 
ago by Mayer Kennett, and be and his family 
occupied it until shortly after the close of the 
war, when Mr. John J. O’Falion purchased 
the property and built an addition te the front 
of the house, making it one of the largest as 
well as one of the handsomest country seats 
in the vicinity of 886. Louls. The new portion 
was three stories biah and was built in the 
style of an Italian villa, witha tower near 
sixty feet high, from which the bluffs iu Lil- 
mois could be seen, and the river up and 
down for a distance of twenty-five or thirty 
miles. There were seme twenty-odd rooms 
in the house, all told, and 
of them were very large

and library were handsomely fresceed, th 
work of Mr. August Becker, the artist.

New OWN, La., Nov. 3.—For some time 
past there has been before the Italian socie- 
ties of New Orieans a project for federation. 
The leading Italians of the city recognize the 
fact that combined the societies can more 
readily amd more fully protectand advance 
the interests of the Italian colony in Louisi- 
ana, which numbers some twenty thousand 
persons, and they not only indorse the project 
but are using efforts to make it-successful. 
The pian is to raise a fund by subscription and 
dues to be paid by the societies,to establish in 
this city am Italian library, Itailan schools and 
preserve to the children of Italian parents, 
born in thie country, the history, customs 
and traditions of the mother country. An 
Italian school is already in successful opera- 
tion here, and receives an annual allowance 
of 2,000 lire (about $400). Its pupils are taught 
in both the English and Italian languages, 
and are trained to respect the free institutions 
of the country in which they live. The federa- 
tion will enlarge the system of education 
materially, and hopes to secure from the 
Italian Goverament liberal appropriations for 
this purpose. It will also make large landed 
purchases and divide the tracts up into

New ORLEANS, La., Nov. 3.—Mr. J. R. G. 
Pitkin, formerly United States Marshal here, 
now Minister to the Argentine Republic, is on 
a visit bere and will remain about three 
weeks andthen return to his post. He will 
go back by way of Europe. Tie only way he 


could reach Buenos Ayres from here would be 
to go to Rie Janiero, thence toa point below 
Buenos Ayres from which be would have to 
take another vessel and umdergo quarantine 
detention en route. By going to England he 
can get 10 steamship for Buenos 
Ayres direct and save much inconven- 
lence. It now takes thirty-two days te 
go from New York to Buenos Ayers, but an 
American line will be Inaugurated which will 
reduce the time to eighteen days. <A similar 
opportunity is opened to New Orleans, which 
Cao araspagreat trade opportunity by dis- 
playing a little enterprise.

Harvard and Prinoceten, 


NEw York, Nov. 3.—A quiet movement is on 
foot to bring the Harvard and Princeton foot- 
ball teams together.

White 
ot Beikeley School and President of the 
Barkeley Athietic Association as Harvard’s 
representative, and © C. Cuyler of the Prince- 
ton Graduate Advisory Committee, These 
gentlemen see no reason why the two colleges 
cannot come together again, and they are do- 
ing all they can to brisg about the desired 
result. A reporter called on Dr. White yes- 
terday, but he had gone to Bostor to gain the 
consent of Harvard t: meet Princeton again. 
The idea he entertained before he left was 
that he could get the two 
foot-ball teams together by Nov. 
1, somewhere in New York. If that 
were done the Harvard faculty must pass a 
— — giving permission to its foot- ball 
team to play outside of New England. It is 
hoped that Dr. White will bave a conference 
with such liberal Harvard men as W. A. 
Brooks, Gen. Harrison and Capt. Cunnock. 
The result of Dr. White’s visit will be awaited 
with interest, 

Mr. Cuyler ts very anxious to bring the 
teams together. It was his intention to have 
started out sometime in the spring with the 
object of setiling the trouble if possibie, 
but a second thought convinced him 
that no agreement could be reached 
atthattime. The adberents of both colleges 
had not forgotten the matter and were as bot- 
headed as ever in the deciarations that they 
would not meet on the field again. Mr. Cuyler 
decided that the best thing to be done was to 
let the collegieans of the two colleges get to- 
gether in the summer Vacation at the seaside 
and talk the matter over. He thought 
this would serve to show that both colleges 
had erred and that the bitter feeling that ex- 
isted then would be modified. In is he was 
not mistaken, as there is a general desire on 
the part of the majority of the friends of both 
ey that they get together on the athletie 

eld. 

The action of Princeton in desiring to meet 
the Harvard foot- ball team is looked upon as 
very generousin one respect, It is a recog: 
nized fact that Harvard’s eleven is about the 
best that ever represented that college and is 
in splendid condition, while, on the other 
hand, the Princeton eleven has not shown up 
in any way as strong as ber rival. Still the 
Rrincetons are destirous ot having a came with 
their old-time antagonist. 

It is not generally known that Capt. Cun- 
nock of Harvard and Capt. Poe of Princeton 
have bad several conferences on this ques- 
tion, but it is a fact nevertheless. Both think 
that previous actions have been somewhat 
childlike. In fact the expression of the read- 
ing followers of the two colleges le: Let the 
dead bury its dead, and let the past be forgot- 
ten.

The Finding of Mabrey Necalis the Cases 
ef mar Who Have secretly Departed 
Since He Mysteriously Dropped Out of 
Sight—Chief Harrigan Gives an Interest- 
ing Talk en the Subject. 


HE reappearance of 
Robert L. Mabrey un- 
der circumstances but 
little less mysterious 
than those attending

AFTER KILLING WI. ALTEMOELLER. 


Frightened by That Fact, His Father Her- 
tries te Unies, Follewed by Another 
Brother, a Priest—Ne News From Either 
of the Messengere—The Family Greatly 
Alarmed, 


Thefamily of Joseph Kern, the young 88. 
Louis wagon manufacturer who shot and 
killed Wm. Atiemo eller while out hunting 
near Union, Mo., last Friday afternoon, are 
terribly alarmed owing to the strange allen ee 
of the young man following the tragedy. ana 
two members of the Kern family, after walt 
ing in vain for some message from the scene 
of the sad accident, bave hurried to Union, 
one within twelve hours of the other, to dis- 
cover the cause of the mysterious silence 

With nothing coming back from either of 
these messengers as to the result of their 
anxious journey, the members of the family 
stilt waiting in . Louis for further pews are 
even more mystified and alarmed. Four days 
have now passed since the deplorable acci- 
dent, resulting in young Kern becoming the 
involuntary slayer of his hunting com- 
pansion, occurred, and not a word has been 
received from bim by his father or brothers in 
this city. Withthe information of the acci- 
dent contsined ia the special to the 
PosT-DisPaTCH of Saturday constituting . 
all they knew of the affair, the 
family of Joseph Kern, dismayed and horror- 
stricken by that intelligence, confidently 
expected the young man would basten home 
on the very day the 8 was made publie 
his oid father stating that Joe“ would 
surely be back that (Saturday) night. Going 
home from his day's work that eveniag, how- 
ever, Jacob Kern, the father, foun that 
Joseph Kern had not come Dack, and noth- 
ing whatever had been heard from him. 
After remaining up until a late hour in the 
hope that the son would either return home 
or telegraph the particulars so anxiously 
awaited, Jacob Kern determined to hastep to 
Union, Mo., being utterly unable to account 
for the strange siience.

Olair, ordering two wagons last week, and my 
father received the letter the following day 
after it was written. At first, after being told 
of the accident by the Post-DISPATCH, we 
thought that Joe would hurry home «at once 
knowing that he would be awfully troubled 
oversuchathing. We thought, hovever, that 
he might be detained fora day, but were sure 
that if he was he would telegraph to us, as he 
would realize bow uneasy we would be until 
we heard froin bim. Not receiving any word

Altemoelier sat down behind a 
tree, and Joseph Kern, mistaking bis hat for 
a turkey, Gred and blew out his friend’s 
brains with a load of turkey shot. Death was 
instantaueous.
